In 
response, President Clinton ordered a series 
of air strikes against Iraq. Dubbed 
“Operation Desert Fox” by the Pentagon, 
the air raids by U.S. and British forces 
lasted four nights and included the 
destruction of the Iraqi military intelligence 
headquarters and several weapons facilities. 
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NBC’s highly rated sitcom “Fraiser” set 

an industry record by winning its fifth 
consecutive Emmy for Outstanding 
Comedy Series. “Frasier” began its sixth 
season on a new night, filling the coveted 
Thursday time slot previously occupied 
by “Seinfeld.” 


St. Louis Cardinals’ first baseman 
Mark McGwire slammed 70 home runs 
on the season to eclipse Roger Maris’

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40 years as physical education teacher 

Don Howell retires after 33 years as head football coach 


Coach Don Howell, head varsity 
football coach for 33 years, announced 
his retirement from his position at HHS 
in February. He was also a physical 
education teacher in Hobart for 40 
years. 

He stated that the decision was so 
difficult because he had such a deep 
attachment to Hobart. "The reason why 
it's so hard is because I've always been 
a Brickie," Coach Howell said, holding 
back tears.. 

He said he had a very tough 
schedule and was just burned out. He 
didn't know how much more he could 
give. He added that there were many 
heart-breaking times in his career when 
he wanted to quit, but he didn't give up. 

Mr. Howell attended Indiana 
University for his bachelors degree and 
Ball State University to receive his 
master of science degree. He said he was 
inspired to become a teacher by his high 
school football coach, Russ Deal. 

Mr. Howell said he would like to 
tell others who are interested in 
teaching to "be a strong disciplinarian 
teacher, but be fair!' 


He said he will miss the students, 
but he will not miss getting up at 5:30 
every morning. Mr. Howell's plans for 
retirement include a lot of fishing and as 
much traveling as possible. 

The most important thing he 
believes he gave to his players was the 
policy to work hard, stay to-gether and 
act as a family. "Right is right, wrong 
is wrong; we should teach our kids 
that," stressed Coach Howell. 

He said he would miss the 
camaraderie and the enjoyment of 
victory. He didn't want to walk away 
from a losing team, but he said that if he 
stayed next year, then he would have to 
stay another year, and so on. According 
to Coach Howell, he would have felt 
better about retiring if the team would 
have beaten Griffith. 

As head football coach at HHS, 
Coach Howell's teams had a record of 
314-73-2. Throughout his head 
coaching career, he had only two losing 
seasons, the first year and the last 

year. 

Other achievements were 


Indiana's highest overall winning 
percentage, with 81.2 percent wins; the 
state’s highest 1 980’s winning record 
with 119-14; ranked in Indiana's top 20 
football teams for 25 years; he had 71 
consecutive Brickie Bowl game wins; and 
57 consecutive game victories. 

His team's record in the Duneland 
Conference was 1 40-27. The team also 
had 55 consecutive Duneland Conference 
game wins, 1 7 DAC championships, 1 9 
consecutive sectional championships, 1 5 
regional championships and 1 1 semi- 
state championships, which was the 
state record. 

The team was state finalists 
seven times and was state champions 
four times under Coach HowelP's 
direction. He said the four state 
championships were his most memorable 
times at HHS. 

Coach Howell thanked every-one 
of his players over the past years. He 
said he hopes people will remember him 
as a good person and a demanding coach 
that always strived to get the best out 
of people.
